THE TURKISH ARMY. 
WHAT THE RUSSIANS WILL HAVE TO CONTEND 
WITH. 

Lompom, Jane 5.—The Times’ correspondent 
with the Turkish army sends the following partic- 
ulare of its ;organization: The Turkish army of 
de Danube is slightly deficient in artillery and 
very deficient in cavairy.

According to the most 
trustworthy information the present strength of 
the army, exclusive of reserves in the course of 
formation on the other side of the Balkans, w 230 
battalions of infantry, seventy-two sqadrons of 
horse, 300 cannon, and about 8,000 fortress ar- 
tillery and engineers. Of these forty-five battal- 
ions are stationed at Widdin, thirty-six at Rust- 
chak, sixty-five at Shumla, twenty-eight at Varna, 
and thirty-six at Silistria. The remaining twenty 
battalions are divided between Nixopolis, Sistona, 
Turtukai, the Dobrudscha, and various places of 
more or less importance in Danubian Bulgaria. 
Every battalion on an average may be assumed to 
CONTAIN 750 MEN. 


The contributions from Nish, it is true, are con- 


siderably below this standard, but on the other 
hand numerous Kedif battalions have 1,000 men 
andeven more. Therefore the total number of 
infantry is about 172,500, and the cavalry, reck- 
oning 100 men to a squadron, 72,000. According- 
ly, the Army of the Danube, including fortress 
artillery and engineers, is close upon 200,000 
strong.

Widdin, 
Rustchuk, Silistria, Shumla, and Varnas especial- 
ly the last two, are now quite formidable. The 
fortifications almost entirely consist of independ- 
ent works, mostly ef earth, but constructsd in 
strict conformity with the modern principles of 
armament. and leave nothing to be desired. 

That the Russians will succeed, perhaps at no 
distant date, in forcing the river is more than prob- 
able, but it is equally certain that in the face of 
the tough, enduring qualities of the Turkish sol- 
dier they will only after shedding much blood 
force the barrier opposed to their onward progress 
in the shape of the fortresses of the Danube.
